Murks AnniversaryofmHuman Rights Proclamation 


Six years ago—on IO December, 1948—the Lnited 
Nations adopted and proclaimed the Universal 
Declaration of Human Rights. This date is now 
observed throughout the world as Human Rights 
Day. The Declaration affirms that “recognition of 
the inherent dignity and of the inalienable rights 
of all members of the human family is the founda­ 
tion of freedom, justice and peace in the world.” 
The United Nations General Assembly now has 
before it two draft covenants prepared over a 
period of many years by the U.N. Commission 
on Human Rights, which would specifically define 


the rights broadly proclaimed in the Declara­ 
tion of Human Rights. But, meanwhile, earlier this 
year (1954), two United Nations Conventions based 
on the principles of the Human Rights Declaration 
have come into force. One is the Convention on the 
Political Rights of Women which repudiates dis­ 
crimination because of sex in the field of political 
rights. The other, relating to the Status of Refugees, 
establishes international standards for refugees 
many of whom, like the young boy in the photo in­ 
sert, have escaped from persecution or dbrcrimina- 
tion and have found new homes in other countries.
